The people of Re United States now 

grow and consume more @reen vegetables 
than all of the European countries com- 
bined. And the consumption of such healtb- 
ful, leafy vegetables as spinach and lettuce 
bas increased 50 per cent in the past two 
years, according to the Department of Ag- 
riculture. The nation’s garden patch dur- 
ing 1926 covered approximately 1,148,770 
acres, being an increase of 100,000 acres 
over that of the preceding year. The mem- 
bers of the medica! profession regard this 
bulletin of the Agricultural Department 
with a happy eye, for it shows the results 
of their campaign to educate the people 
to the value of vitamins in foods. Longer 
and healthier lives for the people as a 
whole are predicted as a result of their in- 
creased consumption of garden greens.
